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U.K. hopes have coal-fired 
gas turbine locomotives soon 

LONDON.—Britain hopes to have a coal-fired gas tur¬ 
bine locomptive on trial early next year, states a Canadian 
Press story. 


The emphasis is on the word 
“hopes.” the date is tentative. 

The three-way project, involv¬ 
ing the ministry of fuel and powej 
and two private firms, is one of a 
number of steps being taken by 
the nationalized British Railways 
to modernize'its vast system. 

Advartce information is restrict¬ 
ed, but it is hoped that the pilot 
model will be competitive in every 
way with present-day steam loco¬ 
motives and will have- the added 
economic advantage of fuel saving. 

One view is that;, the new model 
will consume half the coal used 
by a steam train on the 400-mile 
London-to-Glasgow run. In a coun¬ 
try whose coal industry is flag¬ 
ging to the extent that coal im¬ 
ports are necessary, the saving on 
’ the ^ritish Railway's coal con¬ 
sumption last year of 13,000,000 j 
tons would be considerable. It is 
also anticipated that servicing 
costs would be lessened. 

The coal-fired gas turbine itself 
is the product of a Newcastle fi 

The company declines to give 
full details of operation but says 
that the hot exhaust gases from 
the turbine are recirculated to heat 
combustion air which the turbine 
takes in. 


The power will be transmitted 
mechanically in the locomotive be- 
irlg built separately. 

'The locomotive builder says its 
vehicle for the turbine is “a single 
unit carried on two six-wheeled 
bovies.” The power—1,600 horse¬ 
power at the, rails—will be trans¬ 
mitted to four of the six axles. 

British railways already have 
two crude oil-fired gas turbine 
locomotives in experimental serv- 
and say that research is ( 
tinuing. One was built in 
United Kingdom, the other 
Switzerland. 

In addition, British Railways 
has launched a 15-year, £1,200,000,- 
000 dieselization program, and has 
already placed 1955-56 orders for 
170 main-line diesel locomotives. 


Sound barrier 
to heat barrier 

Lord Brabazon of Tara pressed 
a button at Coventry on June 13, 
to start a new Mach Three wind 
tunnel, and so symbolized the 
change of emphasis in the British 
' aircraft industry from considera¬ 
tions of the sound barrier and its 
problems to those of the heat bar- 

Developed at a cost of £200,( 
the new tunnel is capable of giv¬ 
ing a continuous flow at three 
times the speed of sound. It will 
be used for testing rockets, ad¬ 
vanced jet engines, guided mis¬ 
siles, and the coming generation 
of 2,000 m.p.h. aircraft. 

The Mach Three was chosen as 
the upper limit because it repre¬ 
sents the most pressing require¬ 
ment of modern aerodynamic re¬ 
search. It is in the range of the 
heat barrier—speeds at which the 
heat generated by the motion 
through the air begins to distort 
aircraft structures and makes 
breathing engines unusable in 
form known today. 

Construction of the tunnel 
a major feat of British engineer¬ 
ing and aerodynamic design. It 
cupies over 30,000 square feet of 
floor area and scoops out the 
tire summer flow of the nearby 
river Sowe for cooling water, 
“swallows" 1.6 tons of air a min¬ 
ute and has a 10,000 h.p. motor 
that consumes the equivalent of 
one-tenth of Coventry’s peak-load 
electrical supply. 

But the actual working section 
is so small that the test models 
used are no more than 16 inches 
long. Testing time is to be alio-1 
cated to the Government and * 1 
dustry at large.

The situation exists ip the block 
of .Remanent Married Quarters 
built for dependents of men serv¬ 
ing with the RCAF 1st Air Divi- 
on’s No. 3 Fighter Wing. 

Some 400 families, comfortably 
settled in the modern three-storey 
buildings, have drawn up a com¬ 
munity constitution and elected 
their own civic authority of nine 
councillors and a mayor. First citi¬ 
zen of the four-month-old town is 
Sgt. Wilfred Heard, 35, of Cal¬ 
gary, now serving his first one- 
year term in office. 

The PMQ community is set out 
on a triangular site, pointing at 
the nearby fighter station, with 
the home of tlieistation command- 
Group Capt. C. H. Hull of 
Vancouver, at the apex. 

The community’s new council 
has two functions, as set out in 
the constitution: To improve life 
in the married quarters settlement 
by promoting communal activities 
the field of recreation and edu¬ 
cation; and to provide a facility to 
identify and study community 
problems and make recommenda¬ 
tions to the station authorities on 
how these problems may be solved.

It is not often of late that we have run editorials, but on 
certain occasions we are prompted to bring to the people of Coleman 
some things, that in our belief, are not receiving the attention that 
they should. We are not criticizing the Coleman Jubilee committee for 
tjieir efforts, but we do suggest a broader plan to mark Alberta’s 
Celebration on our 50 years as a province. 

Day after day, week after week, we read in our newspapers 
what other centres are doing and have done. We bring a few sug¬

“Today, overshadowing all else has been the emergence in 
the last year or so of the thermonuclear Weapon — the hydrogen 
bomb. This has had, and will continue to have, th e most far-reach¬ 
ing effects on the civil defence and the military defence policy of 
Canada and of other free nations. As a result, new problems confront 
us — problems whose solution will require courage, imagination and 
sober judgment. 

“Thus, the need for cKdl defence will cdhtinue either until we 
have achieved a secure and permanent peace or until our military 
advisors are able to guarantee that no enemy can make a successful 
attack on this country. Unhappily, neither is a foreseeable contin¬ 
gency and as long as we need a military defence we shall require civil 
defence preparations. 

“Civil Defence must be achieved, in the main, by utilizing 
the normal services and facilities of governments at all levels, as¬ 
sisted by volunteers and non-governmental organizations like ad¬ 
vertising and sales clubs. The federal government has undertaken 
to co-ordinate the program, to furnish information, guidance and 
leadership and to provide substantial financial assistance to pro¬ 
vincial and local organizations. But, in the last analysis, the opera¬ 
tional responsibility must rest with the individual community. We 
can convince—we cannot direct. 

“There are two major problems for civil defence: 

(a) The survival of the population in large cities; and 

(b) The survival of the rest of the population. 

"Preparation for civil defence is an immense task that can 

only succeed with widespread public interest and support. In these 
days of world tension, our first and foremost aim is to do everything 
within our power to clear away the obstacles that stand in the way 
of understanding between men and nations. It may well be that the 
hydrogen bomb will prove to be our best insurance against the possi¬ 
bility ofVnother war. But if this should not be, if our efforts to keep 
the world at peace should fail, then We must be ready to meet the 
full weight of enemy attack. This can only be done if Canadians are 
prepared to face up maturely to their obligations of citizenship and 
plan for the uncertain future realistically, intelligently and with a 
pure sense of purpose.”

TipVTo Mothers 
On Child Feeding 

“The child itself is the final 
proof of the success or failure of 
anr given diet,” says Dr. R. H. 
Johnson, in an article appearing 
in the current issue of HEALTH 
magazine, official publication of 
the Health League of Canada. 

Each child comes into the world 
with a natural inborn instinct 
to do without food for a period 
during which he becomes hungry, 
and an inborn instinct to obtain 
it. Each receives a sense of sat¬ 
isfaction after eating suitable 
food, and is content for another 
period of time rafter which hun¬ 
ger asserts itself again. 

As the child grows older, he 
learns to take solid food by chew¬ 
ing and swallowing as opposed to 
sucking, and he develops another 
attribute — appetite — which is 
an anticipation of satisfaction of 
hunger through a specific food 
which he has previously found 
pleasant.
